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Resurrection of Christ

Have you ever noticed how the word 
“Atonement” is spelled? At-one-ment. Je- 
sus Christ on the cross, one hand in heaven, 
the other hand on earth, bringing heaven 
and earth together in an At-one-ment—a 
divine reconciliation. 

The Atonement is veiled in mystery. It 
is a great plan conceived in the heart of the 
Infinite. No spoken word can make it real 
to the mental faculties. We finite beings 
cannot speak the language of the Infinite. 
Of necessity, Calvary and the finished work 
involved must be accepted and appropriated 
in faith. It can be demonstrated by every 
7 > gl will accept the finished work in 
aith. 

There is much about the Atonement that 
can be gripped in the light of intellectual 
perception. We know that man’s fall into 
sin made necessary an Atonement for sin. 
We know that countless multitudes have 
proved that the blood of Jesus Christ 
cleanseth from all sin. 

Dr. A. C. Dixon, that noble prince of 
preachers, who went to his heavenly reward 
recently, left a beautiful illustration. He 
said, that in a country school in the hills of 
North Carolina, the children enacted some 
peculiar rules. One rule in one school was 
that any boy found stealing the iunch of 
another boy should receive across his back, 
with his coat removed, thirty-nine lashes 
administered by the hand of the teacher. 

One winter some of the boys began miss- 
ing their lunches. A spy caught a frail, 
sickly, eleven-year-old lad in the act of 
stealing another boy’s lunch. Immediately 
the boy was brought before the teacher’s 
desk and questioned, Trembling from head 
to foot; with the tears raining” down: his 
cheeks, the little fellow begged the teacher 
net to whip him. He said, “if need be, 
teacher, give me twice thirty-nine lashes, 
but don’t make me take my coat off.” The 
teacher told him to remove his coat at once. 
Sobbing audibly, he removed four little 
wooden pegs from his coat. There were no 
buttons there. After removing the fourth 
peg he started bravely to take his coat off. 

At that moment a big eighteen-year-old 
mountaineer lad got up in the rear of the 
school building and, walking down the aisle 
asked the teacher for permission to take 
the whipping that belonged to the little fel- 
low. The teacher put the matter to vote 
among the pupils and, getting an affirma- 
tive reply from them, told the big fellow to 
take his coat off. 

Again and again the teacher buried the 
lash across the eighteen-year-old lad’s back. 
Thirty-seven — thirty-eight — thirty-nine 
blows, and the lash plowed deep furrows 
across the boy’s back and the blood oozed 
forth. The mountaineer lad fell to the floor 
exhausted, crying, suffering, when the lit- 
tle fellow came over, and drying the tears 
with a dirty coat sleeve said, “Thank you 
for taking the whipping that belonged to 
me.” 


No spoken word can explain the mystery 
of vicarious Atonement, but multitudes have 
proved that Jesus Christ took the whipping 
that belonged to them. Multitudes have 
proved that Isaiah spoke the truth when he 
said, “Surely He hath borne our griefs and 
carried our sorrows; yet we would esteem 
Him stricken, smitten of God, and afflicted. 
But He was wounded for our transgres- 
sions, He was bruised for our iniquities; the 
chastisement of our peace was upon Him; 
and with His stripes we are healed.” 


The Virgin Birth 

The way of His birth establishes the 
absolute fact of His Diety. With bold ut- 
terances we hear modernists say that in 
all probability Joseph was the father of Je- 
sus. Some have gone farther and said that 
in all probability Mary made a mistake be- 
fore marriage and that Jesus was the son 
of a Roman soldier. A group of Scribes 
and Pharisees made a similar charge when 
they said in John 8:41—“We be not born of 
fornication,” which was implying that Jesus 
was thus born. How He must have resented 
that slander against His mother’s name, and 
replied in the forty-fourth verse: “Ye are 
of your father the devil.” 

Indeed, not a few are saying that science 
has disproved the virgin birth. On the con- 
trary, science has nothing to say about the 
virgin birth. The virgin birth invoives a 
miracle and is therefore outside the realm 
of science. Science cannot prove or dis- 
prove the virgin birth. 4 

If the Bible is to be taken as final au- 
thority, there can be no question about the 
Nativity’ story. 

Modernists know if they can get Chris- 
tians to doubt the virgin birth, they can 
easily destroy faith in the Diety of Jesus, 
for the destruction of belief in His supernat- 
ural birth means repudiation of H® su- 
pernatural claims in life. 

We have the testimony of a physician as 
to the truthfulness of the Nativity story. 
Luke was the physician, a man schooled in 
the science of his time. We have his testi- 
mony as a doctor as to the authenticity of 
the story. 


The Resurrection 

The resurrection of Jesus Christ is a fact 
—the most stupendous fact in history. The 
modernists are dogmatic and say- bluntly 
that the resurrection story is false. If Je- 
sus did not resurrect from the dead, then in 
the new tomb of Joseph there is a clump of 
bones and a small portion of dust. In that 
tomb there is a dead Christ and a dead reli- 
gion, because it is the resurrection story 
that gives Christianity life and vitality. 

It is the resurrection that gives Christian- 
ity a distinction that no. other religion en- 
joys. It makes our religion unique. It 
clinches the Christian’s faith. I do not 
share the view of that modernist who said if 
they were to find the bones of Jesus in a 


tomb, it would not interfere with his faith. 
I say, disprove the resurrection story and 
you have wrecked my faith. The resurrec- 
tion clinched Paul’s faith and he made it 
the cornerstone of Christian theology. 

Some months ago I stood before the 
tomb of Abraham Lincoln in Springfield, 
Illinois, and that was hallowed ground. 
Some months later in Washington, D. C., I 
climbed the steps of the Congressional Li- 
brary Building* and in one of the upper bal- 
conies. I looked through a plate glass and 
saw a pinch of white dust in a tiny glass 
locket. A guard informed me that that was 
some of the,dust of the body of Christopher 
Columbus. Leaving Washington, we made 
that beautiful drive down the Potomac and 
our first stop was at Arlington. There 1 
saw a simple tomb marking the spot where 
had been laid to rest thé mortal remains 
of William Jennings Bryan. Continuing 
our drive down the Potomac, the next stop 
was at Mount Vernon. There, in a tomb 
will be found all that the world could retain 
of George Washington. Millions of Bud- 
dhists look to a great ball-shaped building 
in India as the most sacred spot in all the 
world, because there rest the mortal re- 
mains of their Buddha. But as Christians, 
we rejoice in an empty grave. 

That empty grave gives to you and me 
the unmistakable hope that this valley of 
tears does not end it all, but that in the af-

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DEMONOLOGY AND 
FUTURE EVENTS

Just before the great war broke out in 
1914, a missionary friend made a_ tour 
through a section of Tibet, and coming to 
a large monastery he attended a heathen 
dance. As he stood there watching the 
witch doctors in their performances sudden- 
ly one of them who had worked himself up 
to a tremendous excitement under the in- 
fluence of the evil spirit in control, rushed 
over to the missionary and thrusting at him 
with his long sharp knife again and again, 
without intending to harm him, exclaimed: 
“That is what your people are doing to each 
other now. Our big gods have all gone over 
to Europe.” The missionary was unable to 
understand the meaning of the revelation 
given by the Tibetan witch doctor, but about 
a month later, upon his return to Chinese 
territory, he heard the news of the outbreak 
of the great war in Europe. Then he un- 
derstood. 


During 1918 there was more trouble in 
Tibet, and especially on the border than 
there had been for years past. Our mission- 
aries were compelled to pass through a 
number of the most serious experiences of 
their lives during that year. The mission 
stations were threatened with destruction 
again and again. But, strange to say, dur- 
ing the latter part of the year 1914, every- 
thing was peaceful and quiet on the border. 
The stations were left unmolested. Appar- 
ently the witch doctor had given the cor- 
rect explanation. The big gods of demon- 
ology were operating on the borders of Ti- 
bet during 1918, but at the outbreak of the 
war they left for Europe to carry on their 
diabolical work on the battlefields there. 
Those in touch with the invisible world 
knew that they had gone. Revelations had 
already been received through familiar svir- 
its of the great catastrophe that had fallen 
upon Europe. That a war had broken out 
was known to the witch doctors and demon 
worshippers of Tibet long before any news 


from the outside world had entered the 
country. 

Conan Doyle, who, with Sir Oliver Lodge, 
is the leader of occultism in Europe, has re- 
cently made a statement which for many 
months he kept to himself. It has now 
been heralded to practically every part of 
the English speaking world. He tells us 
that about a year ago he received a mes- 
sage through spiritism to the effect that 
within three years Europe was to be hurled 
into a catastrophe greater than that of the 
world war and that England would suffer 
least of all the nations. At last he gave 
this revelation from the demon world to 
the public. 

Some time ago Pastor D. M. Panton, 
widely known writer and diligent student of 
prophecy, read a paper on the “Apocalypse 
of the Lord” before the Prophetic Investi- 
gation Society. A discussion followed the 
reading of the paper and later Pastor Pan- 
ton wrote in reply:—‘As to hell’s anticipa- 
tion of an imminent advent, I can vouch for 
the following incident. An English Briga- 
dier General, at a dinner in Cairo, Egypt, 
in 1911, met an Indian Initiate who said to 
him, ‘In the first week of August, 1914, a 
terrible struggle will break out in Europe.’ 
They met again in Cairo in December 1919, 
and the Indian remarked, ‘What did I tell 
you, General? The fact was well known in 
occult circles in India and Tibet in 1911.’ 
The General replied, ‘What about the 
peace?’ ‘It is no peace at all,’ replied the 
Initiate, ‘It is a prolonged armistice.’ ‘What 
will happen?’ asked the General. ‘In 1927, 
not before and not after, there will break 
out a war to which the last was child’s play’, 
replied the Initiate. Dates varying between 
1925 and 1985 are given by occult leaders 
for the arrival of the god-emperor whom 
they already worship.” 

Bible students have always known that 
the demon world knew what was going on 
here and that demons of a high order are 
perfectly familiar with coming events to a 
large extent at least. The above incidents 
abundantly prove the truthfulness,of this 
belief. I am convinced beyond the slightest 
shadow of a doubt that the future is no 
veiled mystery to the demon world. How 
they know, I cannot say, but there is every 
reason in the world to believe that these 
strange personalities, with their power to 
communicate with man when he is willing 
to yield himself to them as in the case of 
the witch doctors in heathenism and spir- 
itual mediums in this country, have a won- 
derful knowledge of earth events. 

The question arises: To what extent are 
demons controlled by Satan, the cause of 
events, especially war and turmoil, on this 
earth? What part have they in the origin 
of national conflicts? It would seem that 
they have much to do in so far as God per- 
mits them to exert their power. How else 
account for many of the sudden uprisings 
in different parts of the world, sometimes 
almost simultaneously. Different nations 
have put forth various causes for the late 
war and yet when analyzed it is doubtful 
if any of them are satisfactory. It is hard 
to account for an almost universal outbreak 
within a given period apart from some 
supernatural agency. The fact that the 
“big gods” left Tibet and went to the Euro- 
pean battlefields would indicate that demons 
have a great deal to do with the affairs of 
men. If that be true then the question aris- 
es: Ought a Christian to go to war? If Sa- 
tan, through his myriads of demons, is us- 
ing men and nations as mere pawns on his 
great chess board; and, if, after all, the 
cause is not with man but with the invisible 
world, then why should God’s people iden- 
tify themselves with uprisings that have 
been fermented by Satan? As a Christian 
I could not take up arms against my fellow 
men in any case; and when I view war in 
the light of its Satanic source, I am com- 
pelled to stand aloof. 

A press dispatch from London dated July 
12, 1925, written by F. Britten Austen, no- 


ted English author, reads as follows: “The 
ominous event in China, Morocco and India, 
apparently are the preliminary stages of an 
unparelleled war to death between the white . 
and colored races with the Pacific as the 
central battle ground. The white man’s 
prestige will disappear when the savage, 
barbaric millions from Africa and Asia can 
defy the white man. The colored races 
hate the white man with a hate whereof we 
have no conception. Moscow’s one great 
reiterated hope is that the innumerable mil- 
lions of colored races will rise and massacre 
the white man. They have used feverish 
propaganda to accomplish this. They count 
cunningly on Japan. Japan could fight a 
war against America or Great Britain, or 
both, with a reasonable prospect of at least 
temporary success. If they should, the 
whole world’s colored races would seethe in 
fanatical excitement.” 

When we remember that Russia will ally 
herself, in all probability, not with the white 
races but with the Asiatic, we can realize to 
some extent the seriousness of the situation. 
War is coming, war is imminent. Nw won- 
der men’s hearts are already failing them 
for fear of those things which are coming 
to pass. 

One of the great signs of the “end time” 
was to be the rise of false prophets. Al- 
ready we have indications that this part of 
Christ’s prophetic forecast is being fulfilled. 
J. Krishnaumurti, a young Hindu and an 
Oxford graduate, has been hailed as the 
promised Christ by theosophists who are 
said to be turning their eyes to Adyar Ma- 
dras, India, prepared for the coming of a 
second Jesus. His picture has already ap- 
peared in, I suppose, hundreds of newspa- 
pers all over the world. Mrs. Besant likens 
Krishnaumurti to Jesus in that, like Him, he 
wrote and spoke wisdom at the age of 
twelve, and that he is now thirty, the age 
at which Christ started on His mission. 
Every Bible student knows perfectly well 
that this is only the beginning of such re- 
ports, for the Scriptures clearly indicate 
that in the last days many will claim to be 
the Christ. But Jesus, Himself, warns us 
that without accompanying signs that must 
take place before He can come to reign, 
every such claim is false. To the Chris- 
tian this is but another indication that we 
are living in the closing days of the age. 
I am expecting to hear many such reports 
and would not be surprised to read of others 
announcing themselves or being announced 
by their adherents as the promised Messiah. 

It has ever been the policy of Satan to 
obliterate Christianity from the world. For 
some six thousand years he has been oper- 
ating against God in the affairs of men. 
Through infidelity and false cults he has 
been working for the overthrow of the 
Christian religion, but in the “end time” 
there is to be a new activity along this line.- 
He will seek to turn the hearts of men from 
the worship of Christ to the worship of the 
Antichrist. This we ate taught will be ac- 
complished through the miracles and argu- 
ments of the False Prophet. 

Already there are indications of an at- 
tempted denial of the Christian faith in an 
organized way. Word comes that an asso- 
ciation of infidels has been formed in the 
City of New York to overthrow, as they 
say, religious terrorism. But most astound- 
ing of all, this militant institution champion- 
ing the cause of atheism has just been 
granted a certificate of incorporation by the 
State of New York. This is probably the 
first time in history that an atheistic organ- 
ization looking forward to the destruction 
of religion has been recognized by the au- 
thorities. Avowedly a destructive agency, 
the American Association for the Advance- 
ment of Atheism has set up for itself an 
ambitious program calling for ample ex- 
penditure and a large body of men to carry 
out its work in every State. Radio stations 
will be erected for broadcasting debates and 
lectures. “There are in this country mil-

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It is a misuse of words to say that a pre- 
sident hostile to the Eighteenth Amendment 
and the Prohibition laws could not imperil 
effective enforcement throughout the Coun- 


try. Of course, the president cannot remove 
an amendment from the Constitution, but 
through the agencies at his disposal he can 
paralyze a law that may not be to his lik- 


ing. 

Tet it be remembered that the president 
appoints an army of government employ- 
ees. He has the power to appoint the judges 
of the Supreme Court, judges of all lower 
courts, district attorneys, marshalls, the 
secretary of the treasury and his assistants, 
all of whom are charged with law enforce- 
ment. If Al. Smith were president, what 
kind of men would he appoint to these im- 
portant posts of duty? Should he appoint 
men hostile to the Prohibition law, the ef- 
fect on its enforcement would be bad. 

Moreover, the president can mold public 
sentiment as no other man. Through his 
personal influence and messages before 
Congress, he could, if opposed to the 
Eighteenth Amendment, create a formidable 
movement for its repeal. 

The next president may appoint as many 
as four or five Supreme Court judges. If 
Al. Smith were president, by these appoint- 
ments he could upset the balance of power, 
which might result in declaring the 
Eighteenth Amendment unconstitutional. 
The efforts of fifty years could thus be de- 
stroyed by a single gesture. 

Consider Mexico. President Coolidge has 
observed a silent, sane and consistent policy 
with reference to Mexico’s internal troubles. 
What would have been the attitude of a 
Catholic president? Our sister Country is 
trying to build a republic patterned after 
our own. She is struggling to break the 
— of superstition under which she has 

een crushed these many years. It is re- 
ported that President Calles has established 
12,000 public schools in which 2,000,000 
Mexican children are being educated. A 
Catholic president could have followed the 
urgent request of the Knights of Columbus 
which was brought before Calvin Coolidge, 
crystallized sentiment against Mexico, and 
justified himself in sending marines to crush 
the effort of Mexican patriots. 

What would be the general attitude of a 
Catholic president toward our public school 
system? What would be the foreign policy 
of a Catholic president toward Mexico? 
What would be the attitude of a wet presi- 
dent toward the Eighteenth Amendment? 
What will be the attitude of the great body 
of American voters toward Al. Smith if he 
is nominated for president by the Demo- 
cratic Party? 

Consider Tammany. Much has been writ- 
ten of late about old Boss Tweed of the 
Tammany of long ago. Tweed took milli- 
ons from the pockets of New York taxpay- 
ers. Tammany was more crude in those 
days than now, but Tammany never chan- 
ges. The leopard cannot change his spots 
and the Tammany tiger has not changed his 
stripes. Tammany cannot be softened or 
sweetened; the old tradi‘ions predominate. 
Its technic has changed, but its heart is as 
black as of old. Will the White House ever 
become Tammany Hall? Will the Boss of 
Tammany one day become the Boss of the 
United States ? 

The Democrats could’ make no greater 
blunder than to nominate Al. Smith for 
resident. He-could not carry the Solid 
outh. The West would go overwhelmingly 
against him. His only hope would be to 
win in a few eastern states—perhaps New 
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York, New Jersey and Maryland. Will the 
Democratic Party réad the hand-writing on 
the wall? or, will it place the noose around 
its own neck? 

If Tammany succeeds in getting Al. 
Smith the nomination, let the organized 
forces of the land rise, speak and act!

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Mineral Wealth of Dead 
Sea Three Times That 
of Entire United States 











When divine providence opened the great 
fissure from. northern Syria through the 
Jordan valley to the Dead Sea, there was 
prepared one of the most remarkable phe- 
nomena of the earth. This little inland 
lake is 140 square miles in area. Its dis- 
tinctive features are that it lies 1300 feet 
below sea level, and it has no outlet. Every 
day the Jordan and lesser streams pour 
6,000,000 tons of water into it, and although 
there is no outlet the level shows practi- 
cally no variation. The hot and constant 
sun carries away in vapor as much water 
as flows in—no more, no less. 

But this evaporation does not carry away 
the mineral atoms drawn from the soil of 
the surrounding. countries by the trickling 
of water that finds its way into the sea. 
Thus for centuries its bed has been a reser- 
voir of mineral matter, which imparts its 
quality to the water. Though the water 
does not increase in volume, it has through 
the centuries been increasing in mineral 
qualities. It is five times’as soft and buoy- 
ant as ocean water. No life can exist in 
it. Through all the centuries nature has 
been gathering this mineral wealth. The 
world is now astounded by its immensity. 
So long as it was held by the Turk no ad- 
vantage could be taken of it, but now that 
it has passed into the hands of Great Bri- 
tain it is to be developed and utilized. The 
British and Palestine governments have ap- 
pointed experts to determine its approxi- 
mate wealth, and their report is almost un- 
blievable. They value its mineral wealth at 
$1,190,000,000,000. The United States is 
richer than the next five nations of the 
world, but this sea is almost three times as 
valuable as the entire wealth of the United 
States. 

A merger has been effected between the 
leading chemical companies of Great Britain 
for the exploiting of this wealth. The com- 
pany is known as “The Imperial Chemicals 
Limited.” Wealthy Jews in large numbers 
are interested in the merger. It has a con- 
tent, according to the report of this com- 
mittee of the leading chemists of the world, 
of 1,300,000,000 tons of potash, valued at 
$750,000,000,000; 853,000,000 tons of brom- 
ide, valued at $47,500,000; 11,900,000,000 
tons of salt, valued at $47,500,000; 81,000,- 
000 tons of gypsum, valued at $1,200,000; 
and 22,000,000,000 tons of magnesium chlor- 
ide, valued at $825,000,000,000. There are 
other minerals in smaller quantities. The 
exploitation, which will commence as soon 
as arrangements can be made, will be the 
greatest commercial enterprise ever under- 
taken by man. It will bring wealth to Pal- 
estine and be of great blessing to the 
world. The soil around the sea is bitumin- 
ous, and it is possible that vast quantities 
of oil lie under it. We wonder if this may 
not be the fulfilment of the Old Testament 
prophesies concerning the great wealth of 
Palestine and its people. 

One of the provisions of the concession is 
that the farmers of Palestine are to be fur- 
nished nitrates for fertilizers at cost. It is 
believed that this will result in refertilizing 
the denuded and neglected soil of Palestine, 
and make it again a land “flowing with 
milk and honey.” 

Some fear is entertained that this mar- 
velous wealth will tempt the cupidity of 
Russia, and lead to an alliance between that 
country and the Asiatic peoples, and bring 
on the great war that has been feared by 
many. German chemical concerns have 
tried to gain a partial control of these re- 


sources. It will not be easy for the sur- 
rounding nations to see Great Britain and 
Palestine alone reaping such unmeasured 
wealth.

As to the book, “The Life of Paul’, an 
illustration of the attitude of the whole 
book is found on page 122 where the earth- 
quake which released Paul and Silas is said 
to be simply one of the many natural earth- 
quakes common in that country. In passing 
I would remark that it was some natural 
earthquake that could shake the fetters off 
the wrists and ankles of prisoners, and yet 
leave the prisoners unhurt by the shaking! 
It is rather strange, too, that the jailer’s 
home next door was not even touched by 
this natural earthquake! We have often 
noticed that in doing away with the scrip-

PURPOSE 


Was the Great Pyramid intended for a 
tomb or a temple? For astrological pur- 
poses or as a religio-scientific monument? 
Let us see. : 

The theory that the Great Pyramid was 
intended for a tomb is wholly borrowed 
from the other pyramids which were used 
as tombs. In all the examinations to which 
it has been subjected whether in ancient or 
modern times, and in all historical frag- 
ments concerning it, there is nothing what- 
ever to bear out the idea that it was intend- 
ed as a royal sepulchre. 


Not a Tomb 


Diodorus says positively that “Cheops 
was not buried here but in an obscure and 
unknown place.” That secrecy in regard to 
burial was traditional in Cheops’ family 
would seem to be proved by the following 
which was published in the newspapers late 
in 1926. “Buried under tons of rock at the 
bottom of a ninety foot shaft, Dr. Reisner 
of Harvard, finds the hidden sepulchre of 
the beloved mother of the Egyptian mon- 
arch who built the Great Pyramid. The old 
Egyptians, believing in the immortality of 
the soul, lavished all their resources and 
skill in preparing a fitting eternal home for 
their dead. Thus it is remarkable to find 
the tomb of the illustrious Queen Hetepet- 
heres, so carefully concealed and marked by 
no outward monument.” 

For 600 years after Al Mamoun broke in- 
to this pyramid the Arab writers who tell 
of the feat say not a word of any human 
remains or indications of sepulchre being 
found. Shehab Ben Yahiya, on the contrary 
says that “Nothing was discovered as to 
the motive of its construction. No less than 
a dozen of the best European authors on the 
subject agree that there is no proof that 
anybody was ever entombed in it.” 

Furthermore, when we find in this edifice 
throughout a great, system of interrelated 
numbers, measure, weights, angles, temper- 
atures, degrees, geometric problems, cosmic 
references, and general geodesy which mod- 
ern science has now read and verified from 
it, reason and truth demand of the teachers 
of mankind to cease writing that “No other 
object presented itself to the builder of the 
Great Pyramid than the preparation of his 
own tomb.” 

Unlike the other pyramids which were 
used as tombs the Great Pyramid’s subter- 
ranean chambers were never finished and 
the upward ascending passage leading to 
the king’s chamber where the advocates of 
the tomb theory insist Cheops must have 
been buried is so narrow for 130 feet, that 
to convey his coffin along it would have been 
a most difficult task. Besides there seems 
no adequate reason why this passage should 
have been suddenly expended into a grand 
gallery seven times its height and then 
twice again constricted to a passage. less 
than four feet high before the burial cham- 


ber is reached. ‘And when we enter it and 
find the Coffer of the utmost plebeian plain- 
ness quite disproportioned for such a pur- 
pose, devoid of all known covering, orna- 
ment, inscription, or sepulchral insignia, in- 
capable of being placed in a chamber with a 
body in it—is there not room for rational 
doubt that it was ever meant or used for a 
burial casket? And when we perceive in 
it a most accurately shaped standard of 
measures and proportions, its sides and bot- 
tom cubically identical with its internal 
space; the length of its two sides to its 
height as a circle to its diameter; its exte- 
rior volume just twice the dimensions of its 
bottom, and its whole measure.a definite 
proportion of the chamber in which it was 
put when the edifice was built—we may 


The Leviathan 


From Paris comes the report of a 
huge monster seen in northeastern 
Siberia, which has been named by 
Russian sportsmen and scientists, as 
“Keratosaurus” and by some Bible 
students the “Leviathan.” It is de- 
scribed by men who claim to have seen 
it: “As big as ten elephants, it passed 
like a hurricane across the frozen ri- 
ver, smashing immense blocks of thick 
ice .... No use to shoot lead at such 
a fellow! To kill it would require 
high explosive shells.” Says one of 
the scientists: “We stood petrified. Its 
roaring and snorting made the earth 
tremble.” It is said to be the largest 
living animal. A DEFENDER reader 
in San Francisco thinks this species 
of monster is described in Joh 41 and 
Isaiah 27:1. He thinks it was this 
kind of a “monster of the deep” that 
swallowed Jonah. 


well wonder what all such unparalleled sci- 
entific elaborations have to do with a mere 
tomb!” And, friends, over and above all 
these difficulties there is a great granite 
plug which so completely blocks the en- 
trance to the ascending passage that it was 
only by accident that the passage was dis- 
covered. Moreover, this plug is so com- 
pletely a part of the masonry which sur- 
rounds it that only one conclusion is pos- 
sible, namely, that it was intentionally 
placed where it is when the construction of 
the passage was begun. This leaves only 
the well. as a possible passage through which 
a mummy might have been carried up to 
the King’s chamber, and’ this would have 
been a difficult if not impossible task for the 
well is only about 26 inches square and so 
nearly perpendicular that the only way to 
ascend it is by means of a rope let down 
from above. Besides, there are two right 
angle turns at the upper end, around which 
even in their present dilapidated condition, 
it would be practically impossible to force 
an average sized mummy, and it is incon- 
ceivable that Cheops should have been 
hauled up and bent around these angles be- 
fore embalming. 


The great coffer in the King’s chamber 
has channels for a lid, but El Mamoun 


‘found no cover nor fragment of one when 


h@ entered the Pyramid in 820 A. D. Nor 





are there any markings whatsoever—either 
on the coffer or in the chamber as in other 
Egyptian tombs which are covered with hier- 
oglyphics and decorative designs. It is 
therefore safe to conclude that this gigantic 
mass of masonry was never intended for 
burial purposes. 


Not a Temple 


Nor was it intended as a place of worship. 
Cheops who built it was, as we have seen, 
the enemy of idolatry. Therefore, he did 
not build it as a temple to the gods. And 
though there are indications that after the 
Great Pyramid was completed, Cheops, in 
his old age, relapsed into idolatry, yet there 
is not in all the long avenues and exquisite 
chambers of the Great Pyramid one single 
ancient inscription, votive record, shred or 
sign of Egypt’s idolatry. Therefore, we 
feel sure, it was not intended for worship. 


Not a Horoscope 


Proctor, the great opponent of the Reli- 
gio-Scientific theory of the Great Pyramid, 
believes that the pyramids were intended as 
astronomical observatories, from which the 
priests studied the stars in their astrological 
relationship to the kings who built them, 
that they were in fact “gigantic horoscopes” 
for these kings, and therefore each king 
must of necessity have his own pyramid. 
Now, however true this may have been of 
the other pyramids, there are serious ob- 
jections with regard to its application to 
the Great Pyramid, for as Proctor himself 
says: “It does seem amazing despite all we 
know of the fullness of faith reposed by 
men of old times in the fanciful doctrines 
of astrology, that any man, no matter how 
rich and powerful, should devote many years 
of his life, a large portion of his wealth, 
and the labor of many myriads of his sub- 
jects to so chemerical a purpose.” (The 
Great Pyramid, p. 180). 

The theory of Lepsius that each king 
when he came to the throne began to ex- 
cavate a subterranean chamber with an in- 
clined passage, which chamber was meant 
for his tomb: that he covered this with 
blocks of stone in the form of a pyramid 
and added to its size from year to year so 
long as he lived and that the size of a king’s 
pyramid is indicative of the length of his 
reign is upset by the fact that some kings 
who lived long shall have small pyramids, 
and in respect to the Great Pyramid by the 
discovery that its angles and mathematical 
proportion were contemplated and designed 
from the start. 


Drafts 


This is proved by the existence of the 
drafts of its architects which still exist 
graven in the rocks on the surface of the 
hill before the eastern face of the Great 
Pyramid. 

“Besides these trenches,’ says  Seiss, 
“there is also a system of inclined tunnels 
out into the rock of the hill which Profes- 
sor Smyth found arranged on the same prin- 
ciples contained in the Great Pyramid and 
in it only. Besides the descending passage 
there is an ascending passage, a horizontal 
passage like that to the Queen’s Chamber, 
and finally the commencement of the un- 
ward rising of the grand gallery with its 
remarkable ramps on either side. The 
angles, heights, and breadths of all these 
are almost exactly the same as obtained in 
the Great Pyramid. They are evidently the 
experimental models cut. beforehand into an 
unneeded part of the hill giving the plan to 
which the Great Pyramid was to be 
wrought. Here then in these trenches and 
tubes we still find the plans and drawings 
to which these ancient masons worked, both 
of the outside angles and the inside arrange- 
ments. We cannot conceive that these vast 
and still enduring charts giving the features 
of the Great Pyramid in all its greatness

The Jews have the shortest name and the 
smallest land area—The Holy Land—of any 
nation. But no nation is being given as 
much space in the secular papers and mag- 
azines as the Jews, and to no land is bein 
devoted so many items of interest as Pal- 
estine.

VISITING THE HOLY LAND 























“There is no other spot on this entire ue which 
the people of the Western World should more fre- 
pong 4 and gratefully visit in their thought than 

e little land which for centuries has been ‘called 
"The Holy Land’! And there is no other land to 
which a pilgrimage of one’s person is more reward- 
ing, if one goes with an appreciation. of its gifts 
to the human race. 

“Tt is much nearer now to the rest of the world 
by reason of improved means of travel than it was 
in the time of the Crusades. The ‘Via Dei’ (the 
name by which they calied any and every road that 
led to Palestine in those days, when whole villages 
came en masse bringing their children, cattle and 
household utensils in order to set out for Jerusalem) 
was a long one whether the crusader or pilgrim 
went by land or water, on foot, on horseoack, or by 
ship. The Holy Land is now reached from Egypt 
over night by a train whose predecessor in the days 
of the World War was called by the Tommics the 
‘Milk and Honey Express.’ But the engineer no lon- 
ger stops the train at sunrise and descends to say his 
prayers kneeling on a prayer carpet in the sands of 
the desert beside his enzine. Train schedules have 
been improved and luxurious European wagon-lits 
substituted for the primitive cars with wooden slabs 
for beds, such as were ured for ‘sleeping cars’ in the 
war. But one cannot repress the wish that there 
might still be a eause for prayer on the part of 
Moslem, Jew, and Christian alike on approach to 
that land which is sacred to all. 

“I would suggest that one should know one’s Bible 
before going if one is to find in that land its trans- 
cendent beauty and majesty not visible to the ordi- 
nary observer as noted in the guide books.” 

“No city in the world has had so much written 
about it as the Holy City; none is more worthy of 
description. Fourteen times destroyed ; each time has 
it raised its dignified head in triumph... 

“Centuries of religious fervor, of pilgrimage, of 
historical event, of great actions, have given it! dis- 
tinetion. ... 

“For the Jewish people it is the City of Cities, 
toward which their thoughts ever turn. It is the 
first city Christians hear of at their mother’s knee.” 








{ THE NEW POSTAGE STAMP | 
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Two very striking features in the Holy 
Land recently have been the new postage 
stamps and new coinage. When one looks 
on the four different nictures used for the 
new Palestine postal system, one is inter- 
ested to note first the so-called Mosque of 
Omar or Dome of the Rock. Where the 
Mosque of Omar now stands, Solomon’s 
and Herod’s Temples once stood. This part 
of the new stamps is specially for the Mo- 
hammedan population, they being still in 
possession of the building and in preponder- 
ance in the land. Then there is the Tomb 
of Rachel and the Tower of David, both so 
linked up with the Hebrew people. It was 
when Jacob was not far from Bethlehem 
that Rachel died and the scene of her burial 
is still sacred to the Jew, Christian and 
Moslem. She gave to her son the name 
Benoni, the son of my sorrow, but the 
father with a prophetic eye, born of faith, 
called him Benjamin, the son of my ‘right 
hand. The story is typical of Him who was 








born at Bethlehem, the Man of Sorrows, 
who is now set down at the right hand of 
the ~— on high. One recalls an inter- 
esting incident in the Minaret of the Tower 
of David which is at the Hebron Gate of 
Jerusalem, and appears on all the paper 
money as well as on a number of the 
stamps. When, after the war, it had 
ceased to be a Moslem mosque, a party of 
Christians climbed the steps and from the 
place where the ery concerning the one God 
and Mahomet His prophet had gone forth 
five times a day for so long, sang heartily 
the Doxology; “Praise God from Whom al! 
blessings flow, Praise Him all creatures here 
below, Praise Him above, ye heavenly Host, 
Praise Father, Son and Holy Ghost.” 

The fourth picture on the stamps is that 
of the Sea of Galilee. This, it is suggested, 
was specially for the Christian element of 
Palestine, and probably most of the tourists 
who come find it to be the choicest spot for 
quiet meditation in the Holy Land. Associ- 
ated as it is with the life of our Lord in His 
huniiliation, where He preached the Ser- 
mon on the Mount, where He fed the five 
thousand with the five loaves and the fishes 
from this very Lake of Galilee, where He 
stilled the storm and walked upon its waves, 
and even after His resurrection appeared to 
His — and commissioned them for 
their world work and ministry,—the stamp 
makes a good text from which to preach. 





| JEWISH NATIONAL EMBLEM 











The banner of the Jews has been pre- 
served and cherished for centuries in the 
hope that it may one day wave over a na- 
tion. Two broad blue stripes on ‘white 
ground and between them a double triangle, 
also blue, the blue stripes denoting the 
power of religion, and the double triangle, 
national unity—this is the flag that fluttered 
at the head of the host that marched out of 
Egypt and walked triumphantly between 
the waters of the Red Sea, and it is this 
flag that is floating now over the new Zion 
that is in Palestine. This Jewish flag that 
has formerly been suppressed by the Turk 
is now protected on one side of it by the 
American flag, the stars and stripes, and on 
the other side of it by the English flag 
which has a cross on it, and thus the cross 
of the Lord Jesus Christ is now protecting 
the Jewish flag in Palestine which was for- 
merly suppressed by the Turk who is an 
enemy of the cross.

THE NEW COINAGE 
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When we turn to new coinage, we have 
the three languages, of English and Arabic 
and Hebrew again in evidence. The name 
of Palestine in Hebrew oupenes on the coins, 
having the two letters ALEPH YOD, the 
initials of the two words EREZ-ISRAEL, 
the “Land of Israel”, a claim warranted by 
the Scriptures, even though the true spirit 
of the Israelite may be lacking yet so large- 
ly among the people who claim the title. 
The symbol of both the olive branch and the 
olive wreath upon all these coins is also tru- 
ly suggestive. We, Scripture lovers, know 
that this is one of the three emblems of 
Israel; the fig-tree reminds one of national 
Israel, the vine of spiritual relationship, the 
olive specially of fruitfulness and overflow- 
ing blessing. It is symbolic of peace, but 
we are too well aware that without the re- 
cognition of the claims of the Prince of 
Peace, without the reign of the spirit of 
peace in the hearts of men, in Jerusalem 
the inheritance of peace, and from thence 
among all nations, it is to be feared that 
the cry may be, “Peace, peace,”’ where there 
is no peace. But we are assured that after 
the time of the final tribulation of Jacob 
under the last attack of anti-Christ, there 
will be set up a kingdom of righteousness 
and peace and then the olive branch will be 
extended to all, Jew and Gentile, to them 
that are near and to them that are afar off. 
(Isaiah LVII:19.) ‘

The six- 
ty six books that comprise the Sacred Scrip- 
tures though written by men from almost 
every station in life and covering a period 
of fifteen hundred years, yet the evident 
unity of its message bear witness to the 
great fact that its author is one, “For holy 
men of God spake as they were moved by 
the Holy Spirit.” II Peter 1:21; and again, 
“Everv Scripture is given by inspiration of 
God” IT Tim. 3:16. Jesus Christ placed His 
seal upon the authority of the Old Testa- 
ment Scriptures when He said: “The Scrip- 
tures can not be broken,” Jno. 10:35. 

Take up the New Testament; the first 
part comprises the four Gospels, the records 
of the work and words of Jesus Christ. 

In the writing of these records the dis- 
ciples were not left to their own opinions 
nor were they to trust to their own memo- 
ries; but were under the control of the same 
Spirit that inspired the writers of the Ole« 
Testament. Jno. 14:26 makes this clear to 
us “But the Holy Spirit whom the Father 
will send in my name, He will teach you 
all things, and bring to your remembrance 
whatsoever I have said unto you.” In the 
latter part of the New Testament again 
according to Acts i:1-2 we have by the au- 
thority of the Holy Spirit in the Book of 
the Acts the record of the Mighty Riser 
Christ working in and through His apostles 
by the power of the same Holy Spirit; while 
in the Epistles that follow we have but the 
Risen Christ speaking to His _ people 
through these writers by His Spirit—See 
John 16:12-14 the words of Jesus Christ, 
“T have yet many things to say unto you, 
but ye cannot bear them now. Howbeit 
when He, the Spirit of truth, is come, He 
will guide you into all the truth—and He 
will shew you things to come. He shall glo- 
rify me: for He shall receive of mine and 
shall shew it unto you.” 

Regarding the influence of the Bible dur- 
ing the centuries that man has been mak- 
ing history, what can we say in this brief 
space ? 

The Jewish nation that gave to the world 
the true religion owes its life and influence 
to the Sacred Scriptures. The Church of 
Christ, the greatest force for righteousness 
and godliness in the world, owes its exist- 


ence and its continuance down the centuries 
to the Holy Bible that it has held as a sac- 
red trust. The nations of the world today 
that occupy the place of leadership are the 
nations whose civilizations have been 
moulded by the Bible and whose ethics are 
Bible ethics. 


The ten commandments of the Bible are 
today the foundation of the jurisprudence 
of the civilized world. The Sermon on the 
Mount places before us the highest ethical 
standard found in all literature. The Thir- 
teenth of Ist Corinthians is the greatest 
epic on Love ever written. The Shepherd 
Psalm, though written by an _ ignorant 
shepherd nearly three thousand y2ars ago, 
has never been equalled as a heart balm or 
a comfort to the weary soul. Woodrow Wil- 
son, one of our great presidents, had this 
Psalm read to him the last moments of his 
earthly life. The truly great men of the 
past eighteen hundred years have all been 
men who believed and made much of the 
Bible. 


A great English historian said that John 
Wesley rode more miles, preached more ser- 
mons and did more good than any man 
England ever produced. He came into pub- 
lic view with a Bible in his hand and left 
this world with his hand upon the Bible. 


The Bible is the Sword of the Spirit.

“The Dogma of Evolution,” By Louis Trench- 
ard More, Princeton University Press, Prince- 
ton, N. J., $3.50. 


Dr. More is Professor of Physics of the University 
of Cincinnati. This remarkable volume contains the 
substance of the lectures delivered by the author at 
Princeton University in January 1925, under the Louis 
Clark Vanuxem Foundation. The author is recognized 
everywhere as a genuine scientist.

(Editor’s Note:—Multitudes are enjoying Dr. Res- 


ler’s articles on “Landmarks.” This is the third of 


his series. He is discussing the “Twenty-five Articles 
of Religion” upon which John Wesley built the Meth- 
odist Church, one by one. This month he deals 
with Article III, on the Resurrection. Brother Res- 
ler is a Methodist preacher.) 


Article III. Christ did truly rise from 
the dead and took again his body, with all 
things appertaining to the perfection of 
man’s nature, wherein he ascended into 
heaven, and there sitteth until He return 
to judge all men at the last day. 

That Jesus was dead—as truly dead as 
any man who has ever lived is dead when 
the light of the eyes goes out and the body 
ceases to function—must be realized. Else, 
if he did not die as man dies, then he did 
not fully and completely take man’s place 
in meeting all the necessities of the atone- 
ment. 

Where did the spirit of Jesus go when 
he died on the cross, and while His body 
lay in the tomb waiting for that first 
Easter Morn? Let Jesus answer. He said 
to the thief on the cross, “Today shalt thou 
be with me in Paradise” To Mary he said, 
“Touch me not; for I am not yet ascended 
unto the Father;” He was not in heaven, 
but in Paradise, Abraham’s Bosom, (See 
Luke 16;28)—or place of departed spirits. 

That Christ rose from the dead is pait 
of this Article where the battle has raged 
and continues to rage. But the resurrection 
of Christ is a most important part of the 
Christians creed. We Methodists believe 
that He died and rose from the dead and 
came forth from the tomb in the body that 
was laid there. 

Had there been no resurrection there 
would have been no gospel to preach or no 
Christian system. Paul well said, “For if 
dead men never rise, Christ did not rise 
either; and if Christ did not rise, your 
faith is futile, you are still in your sins. 
Ah, if in this life we have nothing but a 
mere hope in Christ, we are of all men to be 
pitied most.” (1 Cor. 15:16-17-19, Moffat 
Transl.) 

That there should be the denial of the re- 
surrection is not strange, for there were 
those of Jesus’ day who denied all resurrec- 
tion, namely the Sadducees. The Essenes, 
another Jewish sect, while believing in the 
immortality of the soul, denied the resurrec- 
tion of the body. In our day, Modernists 
are guilty of the same sin. 

On the basis of natural law alone it is not 
easy to accept the resurrection as a truth, 
but we must place this miracle on the same 
basis as we place our own experience of 
conversion, and every other miracle of God, 
namely that God is not limited in His ac- 
tions and work to physical and natural 
laws. We have learned that there is a spir- 
itual universe as well as a material, and 
that there are spiritual laws that operate as 
certainly as the laws of the physical. 

The resurrection is well attested. It was, 
under the providence of God, wonderfully 
guarded and proven by the most indisput- 
able evidence, so that to accept it is most 
reasonable and to deny it, and to accept any 
other hypothesis, is most unreasonable cre- 
duilty. Jesus Himself predicted His own 
resurrection, as given in Matt. 20:18-19. 
Record is made of twelve distinct appear- 
ances after the resurrection—five on the 
first day and five more before His ascen- 
sion, the eleventh to Saul on the way to 
Damascus, and the twelfth to the beloved 
Apostle John on the isle of Patmos. (See 
1 Cor. 15:5-9; Acts 9:5; Rev. 1:9-18.) These 
were all at different times of the day, at dif- 
ferent places, and on one occasion to “above 
five hundred brethren.” 


That it was really Jesus Christ in the 
flesh is evidenced by His challenge to doubt- 
ing Thomas to feel His flesh and wounds 
and by His eating a meal on the beach with 
the disciples. ; 

The “taking again His body with ali 
things appertaining to the perfection of 
man’s nature” is the amazing thing about 
the resurrection. 

That it was a real body having apparent- 
ly the functions of the usual human body 
is related, but in addition, it had some oth- 
er qualities that involve mysteries not ex- 
plainable by laws with which we are fam- 
iliar. It was a body to which doors and 
walls were no barrier. It was not a body 
bound down to the limitations of space or 
circumscribed by the laws that govern mat- 
ter. In this body our Lord overcame the 
law of gravity when He ascended. Myste- 
rious, yes, but we accept the fact that the 
glittering diamond was once a bit of black 
charcoal. We see the withered, dead ap- 
pearing bulb when nourished in earth’s bos- 
om become a beautiful white lily. Does it 
require a greater faith to accept the resur- 
rection ? 

The ascension is a necessary consequence 
of the resurrection. It was the climax of 
Jesus earthly career. To the disciples it 
was a supreme moment; all their doubt was 
dissipated. His blessing was their en- 
dowment. The resurrection of Christ means 
a resurrection for us. His empty grave be- 
speaks for you an empty grave. He is the 
resurrection and the life. 

The return of Christ is sure and certain 
and for a specific purpose: “To judge all 
men at the last day.” Again and again Je- 
sus taught, as did the seers of old, that 
there was to be a judgment day. We need 
to remember that fact today. We are liv- 
ing as though there was nothing but the 
present. “For God shall bring every work 
in to judgment, with every secret thing, 
whether it be good or whether it be evil.” 
Eccl. 12:14. That it will be the grand finale 
of earth is told in II Peter 3:10—12, “The 
day of the Lord will come like a thief; on it 
the heavens will pass away with a roar, the 
heavenly bodies will burn up and be de- 
stroyed, and the earth and its works will 
melt away. If all these things be dissolved 
in this way what holy and pious lives you 
ought to lead, while you wait and hasten 
the coming of the day? God, which will 
cause the heavens to burn up and disselve 
and the heavenly bodies to blaze and melt! 
In fulfillment of his promise we expect a 
new heaven and a new earth, where upright- 
ness will prevail” (Goodspeed Transl.). 

That the judgment will be the most aw- 
ful event ever faced by man is conceded by 
all believers. One of Wesley’s greatest ser- 
mons is on the judgment and is entitled, 
“The Great Assize.” Read it in Vol. I, page 
126. Borrow it from your pastor, you Meth- 
odists! It will show you what a Fundamen- 
talist Wesley really was! 

Methodism has had few in her ministry 
who have sought to figure out the probabie 
date of the return of Christ, rather has her 
energy been spent on doing the work of the 
Father, working, “while it is called the 
day,” knowing “perfectly that the day of 
the Lord cometh as a thief in the night.” 
1 Thess. 5:2. The time of His coming God 
has wisely concealed “of that day and hour 
knoweth no man, no, not the angels which 
are in heaven, neither the Son, but the Fa- 
ther.” Mk. 13:32. 
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Mr. Winrod’s California 
’ Itinerary 


Last month, mention was made that on 
the present California tour, we are being 
blessed with some of the best meetings we 
have ever held. The year opened with a 
campaign in Placentia for the first week of 
January. Other dates listed included, 

Orland, San Francisco, San Jose, Modes- 
to, Turlock, Pasadena, and Santa Ana. 

As the March Defender went to vress I 
was just leaving Santa Ana for San Diego. 
There we had a sweeping victory. The 
meeting (February 12 to 17) was held in 
the First United Brethren Church, of which 
Rev. O. P. Harnish, onetime paster in Wi- 
chita, is the minister. We came to know, 
and admire Dr. Harnish for his firm stand 
in defense of the great doctrine of the 
Faith. He is a charming man and cooper- 
ated to the limit of his strength. We had 
the last night what was said to be the lar- 
gest crowd ever seen in his church, and the 
building was filled every night. 

In San Diego I met Rev. G. A. Griswood, 
who is a profound Bible student and talent- 
ed artist. Defender readers will have an 
opportunity to see some of Rev. Griswood’s 
cartoons in The Defender hereafter. 
Through his efforts we were granted the 
use of the large Radio Station of San Diego, 
K. F. C., and was on the air for four 
morning addresses. 

Leaving San Diego on Saturday, I opened 
a campaign in the First Baptist Church of 
Whittier the following Sunday. The Whit- 
tier meetings continued eight days, Febru- 
ary 19 to 26. Here, for the first time in 
four years, I met my dear friend, Rev. John 
McFarlane, pastor of the Church. This is 
one of the largest Baptist churches on the 
coast. Brother McFarlane is enjoying a 
successful pastorate, having been on his 
present charge a little more than two years. 
T held a meeting in his Church in Austin, 
Minnesota, four years ago. There was ev- 
ery indication of the Spirit’s blessing upon 
the Whittier effort. Toward the close of the 
campaign, we could not put the people in 
the large building. Many nights the audi- 
ences numbered from 1,000 to 1,200, it was 
reported by many persons acquainted with 
the capacity of the building. 

At the invitation of Dr. T. C. Horton, 
founder of the Bible Institute of Los Ange- 
les, I was given the three o’clock hour at 
the monthly meeting of the California Pre- 
millennial Association, on February 20th. 
There we addressed about 700 persons in 
the Bible Institute of Los Angeles on, “Spe- 
cific Signs of the Age-end.” 

Following the Whittier campaign, I 
squeezed in two days of relaxation, which 
time was spent at Long Beach working on 
the new edition of my book, “Christ Within.” 

And, on Wednesday, February 29th, we 
opened a twelve day meeting in Huntington 
Park under the auspices of the Christian 
and Missionary Alliance. The meetings 
were held in a new, large board Tabernacle. 
Rev. Oswald J. Smith, noted evangelist, 
opened the campaign in Huntington Park 
two weeks before I arrived. Tabernacle 
meetings are a departure from my usual 
routine, but I am booked to hold several 
such meetings under Alliance auspices be- 
fore returning East. 

This report is written as the Huntington 
Park meeting draws to a close and, having 
exchanged telegrams with Mrs. Winrod, I 
am arranging to meet her in Salt Lake City, 
Utah, next Tuesday, March 13th. We have 
been separated now more than two months 
and a half. After speaking in Salt Lake 
City, we will return to California where 
she will remain with me perhaps six weeks. 

During the first 71 days of this year I 
have delivered 88 lectures.

would thus have, been cut if the whole work 
had. been eonditioned to the uncertainty of 
the duration of the king’s life.” We are 
thus driven to consider the last possible 
reason for the construction of so vast and 
costly an edifice, namely, the question of iis 
significance. 


Its Religio-Scientific Significance 


The question is, did God use some learned 
and inspired person, or persons, to Induce 
King Cheops to forsake the idois of his 
country and build this enormous and endur- 
ing pyramid in order that there might be a 
witness upon earth whose testimony should 
substantiate God’s Word and His Works ?— 
A witness against which the fiery darts of 
doubts and criticism should have no more 
effect than so much wind-driven chaff ?—A 
witness whose testimony could not be im- 

ached, which could not be disregarded nor 
aughed out of court? My friends, when 
even the enemies of this theory cheerfully 
admit the marvelous astronomical and sci- 
entific accuracy of the Great Pyramid; (See 
The Great Pyramid, Proctor, p. 8); when 
many of the greatest archeological scientists 
living and dead see no other adequate rea- 
son for the existence of this pyramid; when 
men like Mr. Charles Latimer, Chief En- 
gineer, Cleveland, Ohio, addressing the Bos- 
ton Society of Engineers and speaking in 
opposition to the adoption of the French 
metric system said, “This system came out 
of the bottomless pit. At that time and in 
the place whence this system sprang it was 
hell on earth. The people defied the God 
who made them. They worshipped the god- 
dess of Reason. Can the children of the 
Pilgrim Fathers consent to worship at such 
a shrine? .... No! We must come back to 
the perfection of old and sacred history and 
to that religion which proves that our race 
is not the result of a spontaneous natural 
development, but that man came from his 
Maker a living soul. But where shall we 
go to find perfection? I answer to the 
Great Pyramid of Gizeh, for within that 
grand primeval pillar of stone have been 
found the standards of weights and mea- 
sures so earth and heaven commensurable 
and so assimilated to our own ancient and 
hereditary system that it does seem as if 
the Almighty Himself had given us an in- 
heritance to be kept precisely for the emer- 
gency of the present day and hour..... 
The inch is there, the yard is there, our 
sabbah is there, Christ is there, our past, 
our present, yea, perhaps our future.” 
(Stone Witness, Edgar, p. 7 


Altar in Egypt 


In Isaiah 19:19—20 we read, “There shail 
be an altar to the Lord in the midst of the 
land of Egypt and a pillar at the border 
thereof to the Lord, and it shali be for a 
sign and a witness unto the Lord of Hosts 
in the land of Egypt.” And in Jeremiah 32: 
20 we find these words, “Which hath set 
signs and wonders in the land of Ezypt even 
unto this day.”.. Besides these Scriptural re- 
ferences the ancient Egyptian records alse 
proclaimed the purpose of the Great Pyra- 
mid, a “scientific exposition of the secrets 
of the universe.” (Bible in Stone, Discipu- 
lus. in Foreword by Professor Davidson.) 

Massoudi, the Arab writer, says, “On the 
eastern, or Great Pyramid as built by the 
ancients the heavenly spheres were in- 
scribed. Likewise the positions of the stars 
and their circles together with the history 
and chronicles of times past; of that which 
is to come, and of every future event.” 


Seth 


Josephus, the learned scribe, gives it as 
historical fact that Seth and his immediate 
descendants were the inventors of that pe- 
culiar sort of wisdom which is concerned 


with the heavenly bodies and their order, 
and that in order that their inventions 
might not be lost before they were suffi- 
ciently known—upon Adam’s prediction that 
the world was to be destroyed by flood, made 
two pillars, one of brick, the other of stone. 
They inscribed their discoveries on them 
both that in case the pillar of brick should 
be destroyed by the flood the pillar of stone 
might remain and exhibit their discoveries 
to mankind. He also adds, “Now this pillar 
remains in the land of Siriad (Egypt) to 
this day.” Jewish Antiquities, 1, 2. Cer- 
tain features of the Great Pyramid which 
will be noted later would seem to indicate 
that Josephus was mistaken in thinking that 
the pyramid was erected before the flood; 
but there is every reason to believe that it 
was built 630 years later. 


Scientific Character 


The pyramids certainly exist and they 
stand just where tradition and the Scrip- 
tures locate them. The Great Pyramid also 
proves itself possessed of a marked scienti- 
fic character which places it in a class 
by itself, for none of the other pyramids 
exhibit such accuracy of construction nor 
do any of them possess any such system of 
passages and chambers as are here exhibit- 
ed. Much of the science embodied in this 
great pillar must have come over from be- 
yond the flood for 600 years is too short a 
time for man to have made all the observa- 
tions here recorded. 


Practical Inspiration 


Those of you who are familiar with the 
Bible will recollect that God gave Moses 
explicit directions for the construction of 
the tabernacle, Heb. 8:5, and that “The Lord 
spoke unto Moses, saying, See, I have called 
by name Bazaleel, the son of Uri, the son 
of Hur, of the tribe of Judah, and I have 
filled nim with the spirit of God, in wisdom 
and in understanding, and in knowledge, 
and in all manner of workmanship, to devise 
cunning works, to work in gold, and silver, 
and in brass, and in cutting of stone, to set 
them, and in carving of timber, to work in 
all manner of workmanship. And I, behold, 
I have given with him Aholiab, the son of 
Ahisamach, of the tribe of Dan: and in the 
heart of all that are wise hearted I have 
put wisdom, that they may make all that I 
have commanded thee.” Exodus 31: 106. Al- 
so that David received the pattern of Solo- 
mon’s temple by inspiration. I Chron. 28: 
11—13. And that Hiram, a man filled with 
wisdom and understanding and cunning to 
work all works in brass, cast the marvelous 
metallic parts required for this matchless 
building, I Kings 7:14. 


Noah’s Ark 


Now in just this same way Noah by 
means of special revelation and the mechan- 
ical knowledge of the day in which he lived 
was able to build a wooden ship larger than 
the great Eastern; a ship in which he out- 
rode the flood and brought over to us on 
this side what man had learned, and all 
that God had revealed to man before the 
deluge. “Noah was a faithful Sethite and 
would be especially anxious to inculcate and 
perpetuate that order and faithfulness which 
had saved him and his house and when all 
the rest of mankind perished. The faithful 
among his descendents would naturally 
share in the same desires, particularly when 
they saw mankind again relapsing into 
apostasy. Out of devotion to the truth of 
God nothing could be more natvral for them 
than over against the impious Babel Tower 
to wish for some permanent memorial to 
God" and the sacred wisdom and teaching 
which they had from Him. Acting thus 
under the holiest of impulses especially aid- 
ed in it by the divine inspiration, as Noah 
had been in the building of the ark; just 
such a modest and mighty science-laden 
pillar as the Great Pyramid might be anti- 


cipated as a result and the essential import 
of these strange traditions thus be realized.” 
(A Miracle in Stone, p. 177). 


Our Plan 


We are now to examine the Great Pyra- 
mid and see for ourselves how wonderfully 
it corroborates the Bible, disproves Evolu- 
tion and Modernism, throws light upon the 
day in which we live and foretells the fu- 
ture.

We are in search of truth and it is our 
honest intention to be fair.

lions of Atheists,” declares the president, 
Charles Smith, “whom agitation will precip- 
itate into militancy and who, when united, 
can overthrow the religious terrorism that 
today frustrates their pursuit of happiness. 
Our Association,” he continues, “will en- 
deavor to stop religion in public schools, 
prevent the issuance of religious proclama- 
tions by government officials and to erase 
the inscriptions on coins. Our main pur- 
pose will be to wage war on religion. Chris- 
tianity must give way to humanism which 
will exalt above all things the beauty and 
power of man. Meetings will be held in 
this city. Local branches are being formed 
in practically every state. National lectur- 
ers will be placed in the field. Representa- 
tives will be sent abroad. One such repre- 
sentative can undo the work of scores of 
missionaries and a few thousand dollars will 
more than offset as many millions svent by 
the churches. Cheap editions of the works 
of the great Free Thinkers will be published 
and placed within the reach of everybody. 
We believe that religion has had a fair 
chance to prove its mettle, but it has proved 
altogether inadequate.” — 

Such are some of the astounding state- 
ments made by the president of this atheis- 
tic association. This is but the beginning. 
As the days grow darker, we may expect 
other movements of a similar nature and 
finally the “mark of the Beast”, which will 
demand martyrdom for those who are de- 
termined to still adhere to their faith in the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

It seems comparatively clear from the 
Bible that the Antichrist, the god-emperor, 
who is to head up all this diabolical opposi- 
tion to the Kingdom of God, is to be a re- 
incarnation of some man who for hundreds 
of years has been numbered among the 
dead.

This language is employed again and again 
in the prophetic Word and means, of course, 
that he once lived, is now dead, or in other 
words, is absent from the earth in material 
form, but is yet to live again and once more 
age in this world in a physical body. 

ow clear is the interpretation! How un- 
For some 
three hundred’ years the church believed 
that such would be the case and all down 
the centuries Christians have sought to de- 
termine from the Scriptures the identity of 
the man who will become the Antichrist. 
Strong arguments have been put forth in 
favor of at least three different men. An- 
tiochus Epiphanes has been named. Judas 
Iscariot is a possibility. Nero, the most 
brutal emperor the world has ever known, 
the monarch who murdered his own mother, 
is designated by others as the coming Anti- 
christ. Space forbids the setting forth of 
the Scriptural evidences in connection with 
each. Suffice it to say that we may look 
forward to a reincarnation of someone now 
numbered among the dead who will combine 
in himself both empercr and Antichrist to 
ox the prophetic descriptions in the Word 
of God. 


May I suggest something here that will 
sound somewhat startling and yet it seems 
to me that Scripture bears it out. In Rev. 
17, in the 8th verse we read, “The beast 
that thou sawest was, and is not; and shall 
ascend out of the bottomless pit, and go in- 
to perdition.” And that means, of course, 
as I have already stated, that he once lived, 
was dead when John wrote, is to live again 
and then go into perdition. Now in verse 10 
it states that there are seven kings: five are 
fallen and one is, and the other is not yet 
come; and when he cometh, he must con- 
tinue a short space. And the beast that 
was, and is not, even he is the eighth, and is 
of the seven, and goeth into perdition.” 
Hence, the beast, the Antichrist is to be 
one of the five kings mentioned in verse 8,

who had already died when John wrote. He 
tells us that “one is and the other is not yet 
come.” That is to say the sixth was reign- 
ing at the time he wrote,—the seventh was 
yet to come. In other words, the Emperor 
of the Revived Roman Empire will be the 
seventh. Now it states that the Antichrist 
is the eighth. That does not mean that he 
is the eighth in line of succession, for it al- 
so says that he is of the seven. My expla- 
nation, therefore, would be that the Roman 
Emperor will be assassinated according to 
Rev. 13:3 (See 13:14) and that before his 
body is cold, the spirit of the Antichrist will 
enter into him and he will suddenly be re- 
surrected, but in his resurrected life he will 
combine both Emperor and Antichrist, both 
the seventh and eighth spoken of in Rev. 17. 
He will be the god-emperor. Hence, all the 
world will wonder and his kingdom will at 
once be established as a result of this stu- 
pendous miracle. 

When the Antichrist appears, after be- 
coming established over the ten nations 
forming the revived Roman Empire, he will 
make an alliance with the Roman Catholic 
Church. These two great organizations are 
depicted in the Scriptures as the civil and 
ecclesiastical Babylons. Civil Babylon, now 
the Roman Empire, will fraternize with ec- 
clesiastical Babylon, the Vatican and all 
apostate religions. But no sooner will the 
Antichrist become strong than he will break 
off his associations with Roman Catholicism. 
Ecclesiastical Babylon is to be completely 
overthrown by civil Babylon for it is his ul- 
timate purpose to stamp out religion in ev- 
ery shape and form until he alone is the 
object of worship. Already the nations are 
becoming more favorable to Rome. For the 
first time since Martin Luther, England has 
sent a representative to the Vatican. France 
and Italy are rapidly drawing nearer to the 
great harlot. And Rome, with her century 
long ambition to rule the world, will wel- 
come any kind of an alliance that will give 
her the power she desires. 

But, thank God, this dark picture is not 
to continue forever. Not only are. we told 
of the reign of the Antichrist and of his 
diabolical acts, but we are also told of his 
ultimate destruction and the glorious tri- 
umph of our God, In Rev. 19:20, it is stat- 
ed that “The beast was taken, and with him 
the false prophet that wrought miracles be- 
fore him, and them that worshipped his 
image. These both were cast alive into a 
lake of fire burning with brimstone.” The 
“beast”, of course, is the world emperor, 
the Antichrist. Then in Rev. 20:10, after a 
full thousand years have passed, we have 
another glimpse of this monster of iniquity, 
where it states that “The devil that deceived 
them was cast into the lake of fire and 
brimstone, where the beast and the false 
prophet are, and shall be tormented day 
and night forever and ever.” Here we have 
the trinity of evil together, at last, never 
again to molest the world. What a conso- 
lation to know that the Tribulation is not 
to continue forever, that the reign of Satan 
and the deeds of the Antichrist, along with 
the miracles of the False Prophet, are to 
come to an end! This is man’s day; the day 
of the Lord is yet to come. It is to that day 
we are looking forward. May God hasten 
the coming to pass of all these events in 
order that we may speedily enter into the 
joys of the Millennium! This is no vague 
dream or vision but a glorious reality, again 
and again foretold in the Word of God, 
every syllable of which will be completely 
fulfilled.
